P. 3, middle paragraph. "(Some first class second-story men work 
quite legally for CrA.)" IT am not sure that all readers would consider 
this favorable to CIA. 

“By one or more of these ways, CIA 
seared ite coup in securing the Khrushchev speech." If taken as a 
abatement of fact, this would lock like a revelation of methods. 

P. hy paragraph beginning on previous page. On the morality of 
iwtelligence work. My guess is that this would offend as many people 
as it would convince (Wileontan ideology and the allaged naivety of 


Heury L. Stimson). 
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P. J. “ees The National Intelligence Estinates ~- the closely 
reasoned ani finely qualified studies ..." What does “finely qualified" 
mean? 

P. 7s “Guidance for the National Security Council." “Guidance” 
would not seem quite the word. 

P. 7, Last paragraph, On the covert side of CIA, Here CTA 
*ereates the elrousstances which the overt side evaluates." Thia is 
& ourlous piece of phraseology that might be interpreted several ways. 

Ps. 36, first paragraph. On State contrel of CIA. I would agrees 
with the marginal comment that this is bad. 

F. WO, second paragraph. This is what I referred to in my first 
sommnt eas the public dissection of DD/P. I should still oppose it. 

P. 1, first paragraph. I should also object to this boasting 
shout cur skill in the use of intelligence devices. 

P. 1, last paragraph, The alleged mthod of getting agenta seens 
te be repeated in ali textz on intelligence. Nothing in perticuler 
seems to be gained by attributing it directly to CIA.

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seant to be dsscribed as on agency that is in a position to cause great 
wischief,
